yuan, 


The capital of the bank will be 
subscribed In cqual parts by leading 
Slno-Japanese banking organisatlons. 
The Japanese Institutions particlpat- 
Ing in the project are the Yokohama 
Specie Bank and the Taiwan Bank. 
The Chinese banks subscribing: in- 
clude the Provincial Bank of Hope. 


All these banks will be required to 
surrender silver: bullion and certain 
sceucitles to the reserve organ. 

The new Institution will apply to 
n Japanese banking syndicate for 
opening credits for Y100,000,000 to be 
used to maintain the stabillty of the 
currency and for industrial develo 
ment. Gold and silver will also be 
purchased by the new organ to re- 
plenish its reserve.—Reuter.

“Correspondence was. passing nt 
that tlme between his Royal High- 
ness and Mr. Compton Mackenzie 
which showed clearly that the latter 
had asked for and obtained authority 
to write an quthentic account of the 
Duke's Ife, more particularly of the 
events leading up to the abdication, 
and to publish it after tt had been 
submitted for approval to His Royal 
Highness. : 

“So far from disapproval being ex- 
pressed, it was not until the begin- 
ning of November that any Indication 
was given that a change of mind was

Passes Away 

Mr. Newton D. Baker's 


- Fine Sorvice 


Cleveland, Ohlo, Dec, 25. 


The death is announced of the 
former Sceretary for War, Mr, New- 
ton Baker.—Reuter, 


Newton Dich! Baker, the Ameri- 
can lawyer and statesman, was born 
at Martinsburg, West Virginia, in 
December 1871, and cducated’ at the 


‘Johns Hopkins University, where he’ 


took his B.A. degree, und at Wash- 
Ington and Lee Unlversity, where he 
gained the LL.B. in 1994, After act- 
ing as private secretary to the Post- 
master-General for a year he began 
legal practice at Martinsburg in 1897, 
From 10902 to 1012 Mr.: Baker was 
City Solicitor of Cleveland, Ohlo, and 
Its mayor from 1912 to 1016. In 
March 1916—11 months before the 
Americans entered the War as com- 
batants—President Wilson appointed 
him Secretary for. War and Mr, 
Baker held that responsible office 
throughout the War and until 1921, 


Returning to hls practice as a law- 
yer, Mr, Baker was appointed by 
President Coolidge in 1928 as a mem= 
ber of the Court of Internatlonal Jus- 
tice at The Hague. A year later 
President Hoover made him a mem- 


j ber of the Law Enforcement Com- 


mission. Mr, Baker was among the 
to urge 
the cancellation of war-debty, ad- 
vocating that course in 1926 In the 
interests of the economle rchabilita- 
tion of Europe and also'of United 
States trade. The insistence on the 
fulfilment of debt agreements might 
be good law, he sald, but it was bad 
‘business. He always held that the 
United States would and should join 
the League of Nations. But when in 
January 1932, the question , of his 
standing as Democratic candidate for 
the Presidency was under discussion, 
he sald that /t should not join until 
“an informed and convinced majority 
opinion” favoured that course, He 
admitted that the time when such a 
majority would exist was still dis- 
nt, 


In April, 10934, he urged that the 
United States state the terms under 
which it would be willing to join the 
League of Nations, 


On other questions Baker stood 
agalnst prohibitlon, for co-operation 
between Industry. and labour, for 
decentralization of government and 
for the principle of public ownership 
of natural resources, 


In later years, us counsel for the 
Alabama Power company, the Texas 
Utilities company, the Duke Power 
Company and the Georgia ‘Power 
company, Baker found himself tech- 
nically, at least, opposed to ‘public 
ownership of natural resources in the 
case of L @ Tennessey Valley Ad- 
ministration,

and read their mother tongue. -If. only persona of 16 years of 
+ oge and over ure taken into account, the figure rises to 62 per 
cent. Of the non-Chinese population ‘approximately 90 per cent. 
were literate;'in the case of children under.cleven the figure 
drops to 87 per cent. . 


According to the Census report, 
there wero 119,008 children between 
the age of five and 14 distributed as 
follow:—Hongkong and Kowloon 
09,481, New ‘Territory 17,040, Affoat 
12,687, Total 119,008. :

Female Education * 


Of the 72,679 children under Ins- 
—_- truction:In.the.schools_of the Colony. 
during 1036, 25,432 or rather more 
than 30 per cent, of the whole were 
attending schools for girls.or were 
girls atfending mixed schools. 

Of the 1,217 in provided schools, 
274 were in. the mixed schools for 
British children, The Evening Ins- 
stitute accounted for 222, There were 
167 in attendance at the Vernacular 
Normal School for Women and the 
remalning 554 were at the Belillos 
Public School. 

Theo 188 girls attending the four 
Garrison schools are included in the 
above figures under unalded schools. 

Owing to financial stringency it 
was necessury to defer the engages 
mext of assistant Instructors in En- 
-ginecring and Bullding for technical 
education and the complementary 


local staff ond to ration the purchase 
of equipment, It ts hoped, however, 
fo make ao start on a limited basis 
shortly after the Chineso New Year. 

Medicat Inspection of school child- 
ren was as follows: 6,538 cxamina- 
tlons carried out at 17 Government 
schools and one private school. 

Defects in need of treatment (ex- 
cluding dental discase and corrected 
visual defects) amounted to 20 per 
cent, among scholars examined for 
the first time. Treatment.of Govern- 
ment school children J9 undertaken 
at three general and two special 
clinics, Attendances were os follows: 
Ellis Kadoorfe general clinic 973, 
Violet Peet Health ‘Centro 505, Yau- 
matl generat clinic 1,238, Speclat 
clinle for visual disorders 335, Special 
clinte for enr, nose and thront 680, 
Total 3,800. 

Dental disease continues to form 
the Jargest group of.defects. Visual 
disorders are next in frequency, and 
more than 90 per cent. of defectives 
suffer from myopia. The incldence 
of myopla among Government scho- 
larg of all ages amounted to 23 per 
cent. (38 per cent. at age 17), but the 
number who are uncorrected {s small. 
Pulmonary tuberculosis; in a total of 
1,003 examined for the frst time 
there were 27 definite or suspected 
enses—an Incidence of 1.0 per cent. 


Private Schools 


The number of Subsidized Schools 
in the Urban district has decreased 
from 190 to 174. (maximum  ¢nrol- 
ment—15,174; average attendance— 
14,305), some having been removed 
from the Hst, and others having 
closed of their own accord. 

The number of Non-subsidized 

Schools has, however, increased to 
5h0—an increase of 32 (maximum 
enrolment—35,916; average attend- 
ance-—33,406). 
There has also been an Increase of 
two in the number of Night Schools, 
Le.

ANGLO-AMERICAN - 
TRADE PACT 


Apparently there was 
moment’s pause ‘when Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain announced 
in the House of Commons that 
negotiations for a trade agree- 


ment with the U.S.A. were suffi-- 


ciently advanced to warrant the 
publication of the fact. That 
‘informal and exploratory dis- 
cussions’ had been taking place 
every one knew. The open de- 
claration at this particular time 
came as a surprise. When the 
significance of the statement was 
realised, there was an ‘outburst 
of applause from every quarter 
of the House. 


It is common knowledge that 
one of the chief underlying 
causes of world unrest is ‘to be 


found in the economic_maladjust- _brerogative; it cannot reside else- 


ments between nations that have 
prevailed ever since the World 
War ended. 


One of the basic realities on 
which the Covenant of the 
League of Nations is built is that 
the Modern World is a unity 
economically. That is why per- 
haps the first purpose expressed 
in the Preamble to the Covenant 
is not, as might have been ex- 
pected, the search for ‘peace and 
security,” but the promotion 
of ‘international co-operation.’ 
Very unhappily governments 
and peoples have been almost 
completely blind to the necessity 
of such co-operation in the 
economic sphere. Each nation 
has sought for salvation and 
prosperity in complete independ- 
ence of other nations, very often 
indeed by measures that have 
definitely damaged those others. 
The reasons have been only 
partially economic, Tariffs, 
currency manipulations, quotas, 
exchange restrictions, have also 
quite frequently been utilised as. 
convenient weapons of political 
warfare. ‘Economic _ national- 
ism,’ as this tendency hag been 
appropriately called by thy 
League of Nations experts, has 
become a common feature in the 
foreign policy of all the indus- 
trinl nations. It is seentat its 
worst in the efforts of the dic- 
{ator atates to make water run 
up hill, to become completely 
‘aclf-sufficient’ in preparation for 
war, But to a varying oxtent 
other nations are tarred with 
the same brush.
